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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Currently claims 1-22, 24, 29, 39-41 and 44 have been canceled. Claims 23, 25-28, 30- 
38, 42-43, 45-52 are under Examination. The said claims have been re-numbered by the 
Examiner as claims 1-24. 

Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Applicants claim: 

• In re-numbered claims 1-24 a process for preparing alkynyl ethers derivatives as 
described in the said claims. 

No prior art disclosing or suggesting the instant invention was found. The closest art was 
found in: 

• Kobayashi et al, JACS, 1998, vol. 120, pages 908-919 

• Chong et al, Tetrahedron Letters, vol. 27, no.45, pages 5445-5448. 
Kobayashi discloses the preparation of l-benzyloxy-(7R)-7-(methoxymethoxy)-3- 
tridecyne from the reaction of 4-benzyloxy-l-butyne in THF with n-butyllithium and 1- 
bromo (3R)-3-(methoxymethoxy nonane. On the other hand Kobayashi discloses the 
preparation of (2S,3S,9'S)-3-benzyloxy-2-(9'-(methoxymethoxy)pentadec-l-ynyl)2,2- 
dimethyl-l,3-dioxane by reacting (4S,5S)-5-benzyloxy-4-ethynyl-2,2-dimethyl-l,3- 
doixane in THF with butyllithium and l-bromo(7R)-7-methoxymethoxytridecane. 
However, the said references do not disclose: 

• Benzyl ether acetylenes as the ones disclosed in the instant claims 

• The bases and/or alkylating agents required in the instant process.
